BRYAN AT NASHVILLE.

Great Crowds Greet the Nominee of Threo
Politieal Parties for the Presidency.

NaspvirLg, Tenn, Oct, 6.—The
greatest crowd that ever turned out tov
a political meeting in this city erowd-
ed about the streets here last night
and applauded and listened with
marked attention to the triple nomi-
nee for president. The train bearing
the party was due at 8:35, but was ten
minutes late, and it was nearly 9:15
o'clock when Mr. Bryan addressed his
first audience at the Haymarket. At
that meeting the five neres of ground
in the enclosure was fully half
filled with people, who cheered
the candidate wildly on his ap-
pearance. A glee club of 40 male
voices opened the meetine with **Home,
Sweet Home,” the old-fashioned mel-
ody which the nominee has declared to
be his eampaign song. Mr. Bryan was
then introduced by Senator Date as
thenext president of the United States,
Hewas cheered and applauded through-
out his speech, and many times was
stopped by the enthusiasm of his
listeners.

Hon. Willlam V. Allen, Chatrman, and Others,
Members of the Notification Committes of
the People's Parly:

Gentlemen: The nomination of the people's
party for the presidency of the United States
has been tendered me in sucha generous spirit
and upon such honorable terms that 1 am able
to neceph the same without departing from the
platform adopted by the democratic national
convention at Chloago.

Ifully sppracinte the breadth of patriotism
which has actunted the members of the peo-
ple's party, who, in order to consolldate the
sentiment In favor of bimetalllsm, have been
willing to go outside of party lines and suppors
as their eandidate vae already nominated by
the democratio party, and also by the silver
party.

Inatime ke this, when a great politieal
party is attempting to surrender the right to
legisiate for ourselves upon the financinl gues-
tion, and is seeking to bind the American peos
ple to a Yorelgn monetary system,
it behooves us, ns lovers of our coun-
try and friends of Ameriean Institu=
tions, to lay aside for the present such difr-
ferences as may exist nmong us on wlnor ques-
tlons, in ordfr that our strengih may be united
In o supreme offort to wrest the government
from the hands of those who lmagine that the
natlon’s finances are only secure when con-
trolled by 4 few financlers, and that national
honor can only be maintained by servile nce
quieseence in any policy, howaver destiructive
to the interests of the people of the United
States, which forelgn ereditors, present or
prospective, may desire to force upon us,

While diieulties nlways arise in the set-
tlement of the detulls of any plan of
co-operation between distinet politiesl or-
gunizations, I am sure that the advocates of
bimetalllsm ara so Intenssly in earnest that
they will be able to devise some means by
which the silver vota may be concentrated
upon one electornl ticket In each state. To
secure this result, charity toward the opin-
fons of others and lberality on the part of
all Is necessary, but honest and sincere
friends who are working toward & common
result always find it possible to agree upon
just und equitable terms The American peo-
ple have proven equal to every emergency
which has arlsen in the past, and I am con-
fident that in the present emergency thera will
be no antagonism between the varlous regi-
ments of the one great army which is marching
to repel an Invasion more dangerous to our
welfare than an army with banners,

LAND OFFICE REPORT.

Commissioner Lamoreaux Makes Known
the Work of the Department During the
Year,

Wasuinagrox, Oct. 5. —Commissioner
Lamoreaux, of the general land oflice,
has made his annual report to the seec-
retary of the interior for the past
fiscal year. The total land selections
during the vear were 13,200,000 acres,
of which 4,830,915 were homestead en-
tries and 6,780,501 railrond selections,
The increase in seleetions over the
previous year was 4,802.673 acres. The
cash receipts were 82,106,201, an in-
crease of £72,007. Lands patented to
railroads in satisfaction of grants, 15,-
H27.844 acres, an increase of 7,343,008
acres over last yenr; agricultural pat-
ents 5,470 300, an inerease of 2,028 480
neres.  The total number of acres
patented was 22,660,050, The total va-
cant publie land in the United States
is 600,040,071 acres, of which 510,651,861
are surveved and 2831358 810 uwnsur-
veyed. The anmount of land surveyed
during the year was 8,008,508 acres.
